IMPORTANT IP TRUE.

Scheme to Introduce Cholera-Infecte- d

Raisins into This
Country.

San Fiiancisco, Sept 2. Consid-
erable excitemont was caused among
importers oi groceries, ot tins city,
statements tending to show the exis-
tence of a scheme to introduce chole-
ra infected raisins into tlio United
States. It appears that one of loading
houses In the tradoon the l'acillc coast
has advices from its agent in Now
York stating that one of the largest
buyers ot imported raisins lias just
received a dispatch from Alaluira,
stating that the product this year Is
very largo and of cxcollent quality,
and that tlio presence of cholera In
Spain will not act as an impediment
n tlio way of shipment to the V tilled

States. This is alleged to havobcen
accompanied by a letter of Win.
Smith, health officer of tlio port of
New York, to the imporlors, in which
ho eays that fruits gathered iu Infect
ed districts, but packed and shipped
I ro m points, will not on
that account subject a vessel to de-

lay at quarantine. This refers dis-
tinctly to tho import of raisins from
Malaga and Uenia. Referring to
these statements, prominent men in
the fruit trade and experienced pack-
ers doclaro that there is great danger
of the introduction of cholera mic-
robes in raisins from infected districts
of Spain, as packed fruits easily ab-

sorb microbes aud retaiu them for a
great length of time.

THE QUICK DELIVERY.

Ten Cent Stamp System to Go Into
Effect October 1.

"Section 3 of tho Post-offl- Ap
propriation Act unproved March 3
1885, provides that a special slump of
the faco valuation of leu cents may
bo provided and issued, whenever
deemed advisablo or expedient in
such form and bearing such device as
may meet the approval ol llio rout
master General, which, when attached
to a letter, iu addition to tho lawtu
postage thereon the delivery of which
is to be at a lice delivery oflice, or at
any town or village containing a
population of 4,000 or over, according
to the Keilenil ceinius, shall be regard-
ed as entitling such letter to iiiime- -
ilutio delivery within the carrier
limit oT any freo delivery olllce, which
may be designated by the t'ustinaMer
General as a special delivery otlico,
or within ono mile of the post-olllc- e

at any other otlico coming within the
provision of this section, which may,
in like manner, be designation as
special delivery otlico.

"It hag accordingly been decided
to Introduce the special delivery sys
tern on tlio lnt ol iicloher, 1885, at
all llio posl-utlic- at which it is per
muted by the law, viz,: Those at
which the system is in
operation, aud those in cities and
towns having a population of 4,000
or over, as shown by the last Federal
census.

"Suitable supp'ies of these special
delivery stain) I will bi sent to any
posl-otllc- e In the country which Inav
make a requisition lor them, aud
when received they aro to be taken
up by the Postmaster iu his account
current ami accounted for quarterly
in iiih same manlier as ordinary pos-
tage stamps. They are to bo sold by
Postmasters In any reuuircd amoiiui
and to any person who may apply
for them, bill they can bo used only
for I he purpose of seciiriuir the im
mediate delivery of lellora a 'dressed
to aud received in the mails at any of
the othces designed at special delivery
office.

"Under no circumstances are tliev
to be ued iu the liavmi-n- t of poslaue
of any description or of llm registry
lee; nor can any oilier stamps ho d

to secure S!cial delivery
stamp, llio special delivery stamp
must bo iu addition to the lawful
postage, and letters not prepaid willi
at least ono full rate of postage, iu
accordance with the law and

muat be treated as held for
postage, even through hearing a spec- -
ial delivery stamp in addition to tho
lull pontago and registry too reu Hir
ed by the law and the regulations.
I ho special delivery stamps must be
efl'evltially canceled at the olllco of
mailing in the same way as ordinary
postage stamps.

A letter hearing a special delivery
stamp, in addition to llio lawful pos-
tage, may bo mailed at any post-offic- e

iu tho country, but it will not bo en-

titled to an Immediate delivery by a
messenger when addressed to a post- -
otllce to which tlio special delivery
system has not been extended.

Special delivery letters will bo de
livered by messenger within tho car-
rier limits of a y olllce,
aud within a radius of ono milo from
the postolllce at all other special de-

livery offices. i

Postmasters at fourth-clas- s offices
aro not entitled to commissions on
llio special delivery stamps in any
case. o effort will bo spared to ex-

pedite the mailing of letters bearing
special delivery oilices.

"rostmastors aro urged to use all
available means for furnishing the
public with information with regard
to the special delivervsystetn. A list
of siecial delivery oilices will be fur
nished to postmasters, and must be
consplciously posted in llio post-of- -

II co where it will readily attract
public attention."

A second circular by the Postmas
ter General embodies technical in
structions to postmasters corcerniug
tho above system, t directs post-
masters to employ tlio requisite num-
ber of messenger hoys to insure
prompt delivery, and provides that
substitute letter carriers may be em-
ployed as messengers, but in no case
shall tho compensation paid to any
ono person exceed $30 per mouth.,

"Two objects," says the Postmaster
General, "must bo stomiously sought.
Tho flrst, the most efficient delivery
service, and second, to bring the ser-
vice up to a rcveuuo-yieldiii- g

Tho Com
morcial says tlio distribution of
appointive officers is scarcely less
partial.

This exhibit will surprise those who
bavo not given tho subject close atten-
tion, aud many may ask, why is it so?

Undoubtedly tbero aro in Eastern
and Western Kentucky politicians
tho equals In abilily and personal
popularity of those of the Center;
but going into a convention they do
not unite upon a candidate, while the
politicians of tho Center, adepts in

-getting, adjiiBt their local differ-
ences, present an unbroken front, and
capture the pio.

THE STATE CONSTITUTION,

he Plan of a Senator for Secur
ing a Revision.

BAnnoi-nviLLE- , Ky., Sept. 1. To
tho Editor: 1 approve of tho editorial
u Tho Commercial of August 30 on
mo rower ot mo I'conie." itouro

senling tho Seventeenth district iu
tlio Stato Senate, I shall favor a sov
ereignty convention to change our
constitution. On tiie fourth day of
tne lasi session ot the Legislature I
offered iu tho Senate tho following
joint resolution, viz:

Wiikreas, All power is inherent
in Ihe people, and all free govern
incuts aro founded on their authority
and instituted for their peace, safety,
Happiness, security ana protection of
property, and for te advancement of
these ends they bavo at all times an
inalienable and indefeasible right to
aitor, rctorm or abolish their govern
ment in such manners as they think
proper; uiereiore, uo it

lteaolved by the General Assembly
of the, Commonwealth of Kentucky.
That a committee, to ho composed of
eleven members, live in be named bv
tho Speaker of l he Senate and six by
Speaker ot the House, be appointed
to draft ami report for the considera
tion of t ins General Assembly a con
stlliition of tliis Commonwealth,
which snan on suumitieu to tlio vo
ters thereof lor their approval, in
sncli manner as may heraf'ter be pro-
vided for.

I moved that said resolution be
printed and placed iu tho ordersof
the day, whereupon Ihe yeas and nays
were demanded oy senators Smith
and Green. Pending tho call, an un-

friendly disposition being shown to
having tlio resolution printed, and
not wishing so soon to provoke a dis-
cussion in an assembly whorein I
was anew member and an entire
stranger, tho resolution was with-
drawn by mc and novcr again Intro,
duced. ll will bo found oupago40
of tho Senate journal.

Perhaps the hotter way to get a
now constitution will bo by a sover-
eignty convention than by tlio plan
suggested by my resolution ; but tho
sooner wo get ono the better will it bo
for our Stale.

I write this think'iif; that other
members of tlio next General Assem-
bly may think proper to indicato
their views upon this question
through the press, whereby tho mat-
ter, will bo directly called to this at-

tention of evory nimiibor boforo the
Legislature shall have met. thus liv
ing all an opportunity to study well
what action may bo necessary for tho
good of our Stulo.

Others were observed
quietly gazing on the field between
the two hostile linep, their riders
having been shot off their backs, and
the balls flying over their heads and
the tumult behind, before and around
them caused no interruption to the
usual instinct of their nature.
